Tree Problems Viewed 


Pathologist Discusses Causes

As the rapidly growing 
Texas cities incorporate 
more wildland for housing, 
builders 
usually 
try 
to 
situate new homes in the 
shade of established trees. 
Many 
trees 
in 
newly 
developed areas become 
sick and eventually die. 
The problem is often a 
perplexing 
one 
for 
homeowners. Frequently a 
tree may already have a 
disease and the upsetting of 
its environment hastens its 
death. 


Ap 
exam ple 
of 
en­ 
vironmental upset is con­ 
struction 
that 
blocks 
drainage; this kills trees. 
Oaks are most commonly 
affected by this problem, 
according 
to 
E P. 
Van 
Arsdel, forest pathologist 
with the Texas Agricultural 
Experiment Station (TAES). 
“In Central Texas, live 
oaks, Spanish oaks and post 
oaks are most abundant and 
perhaps 20 percent of those 
in developed areas that die 
are killed by upset drainage. 


One good example of this is 
the building of a courtyard 
around the tree” Van Arsdel 
says. 
Another 
damaging 
con­ 
struction practice is cutting 
off or damaging of the tree 
roots. This not only causes 
the tree to “bleed” but it 
permits entry of diseases 
and insects. 
Even this is not as bad as 
filling over the roots with soil 
(changing the original soil 
level with fill dirt); in effect, 
this “smothers” the tree.

An even bigger killer is 
oak decline. It takes over 
trees, and does it so slowly 
and slyly that many people 
are unaware that anything is 
wrong. 
This 
is 
a 
fungus 
wilt 
disease which also occurs in 
sycamores, elms and hack- 
b erries,” the researcher 
says. Since the same kind of 
trees in one area intermingle 
roots so they grow together, 
the 
major 
m eans 
of 
spreading this desease is by 
way of the roots. “The first 
symptoms are a thinning of 
the leafy crown to a point 
where you can see light 
through it. 
“As the twigs die and fall 
off and resprouting occurs 
from the larger branches, 
the crown begins to appear 
as ‘fingers’ of green leaves 
sticking into the air like 
those of an open hand 
“In later stages you can 
see additional open leafless 
gaps in the crown as larger 
and larger branches support 
fewer and fewer resprouts 
until finally the tree is dead. 
This decline takes from 5-15 
years to kill larger trees, 
although some seem to die 
more rapidly.”

According to research, 
other injuries can produce 
the same symptoms making 
diagnosis difficult. Certain 
construction injuries or an 
underground gas line leak 
are common examples of 
this.

The death of hundreds of 
oak trees during the past two 
months has caused much 
concern about the possibility 
of a “new” oak disease in the 
area 
Observations of dead and 
declining trees, along with 
laboratory examinations of 
tree specimens indicate that 
in 
most cases no single 
factor, but a combination of 
factors are involved in tree 
deaths, 
said 
Jam es 
R. 
RisingeT. 
Collin 
County 
Agricultural Agent. 
A tree, like a human, can 
hurt -hurt in the sense of 


injury, damage or wounds, 
but of course, not in the 
sense of 
feeling 
pain, 
Risinger stated. “A tree has 
ways of healing its wounds 
and curing, or at least living 
with, the wound diseases 
that afflict it. But often the 
wound provides an entry for 
the organisms that cause 
diseases, bacteria, fungi, 
and virus.” 
Once these organisms get 
into the tree, a very complex 
succession of events take 
place, Risinger points out.

suffer no more damage than 
a discoloration of its wood. 
The age and condition of a 
tree, 
soil 
environm ent, 
root 
developm ent 
and 
cultural practices all relate 
directly to tree vigor and 
ability to survive. Foliage 
losses due to 
insects or 
diseases can 
reduce tree 
vigor. 
Weed killers applied to 
lawns is another factor 
causing 
root 
and 
foliage 
damage, this contributing to 
tree decline. Adverse effects 
to trees are gradual and 
usually go unnoticed until 
the root system becomes 
stressed for lack of water or 
oxygen. Resulting systems 
then become apparent in the 
form 
of 
yellowing 
or 
.browning of the leaves, from 
leaf tips and margins in­ 
ward, followed by die back 
of branch ends and eventual 
loss of limbs or the entire 
tree, points out Risinger. 
Proper 
fe r tiliz a tio n , 
prompt removal of damaged 
branches and sealing of 
pruning 
cuts, 
adequate 
water, control of defoliating 
insects and leaf diseases and 
aeration

should be given to special

in Texas In recent tests on 
live oaks in Texas, as much 
as 90 percent of the cankers 
on oaks were diagnosed as 
bark slough 
“ This extensive canker 
causes the sloughing of large 
sheets of bark up to 20 feet 
long and is important as the 
final cause of death of many 
trees 
thai 
have

diseases or have been in­ 
jured in some way. The 
tissue exposed 
is usually 
blue-gray but can be tan or 
black.” says Van 
Arsdel 
“This canker has airborne 
spores which germinate to 
produce 
infections.

In Landscaping 
Variety Suggested 


Vegetables and herbs can 
be used in imaginative ways 
to add beauty, interest and 
utility to fall landscapes, 
points out 
Jam es 
R 
Risinger, 
Collin 
County 
agent 
for 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
Hanging containers of 
parsley, 
mint, 
thyme, 
rosemary and tomatoes can 
all be started now. Some of 
these 
plants 
may 
be 
available at local nurseries, 
but with a little extra effort 
they can be grown from 
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seed. 
An even larger variety of 
herbs and vegetables may be 
grown in the more “down to 
earth” containers such as 
clay pots and wooden tubs, 
notes the county agent. 
Tomatoes, peppers, lettuce, 
eggplant, 
carrots 
and 
radishes are just a few. Even 
small porches and decks of 
apartments can be made 
more attractive and in­ 
teresting with groupings of 
containers filled with herbs 
and vegetables. 
Two important points to 
consider in growing con­ 
tainer plants are the media 
and the container selection. 
Most vegetables require 
excellent drainage, so it is 
necessary to select a con­ 
tainer with a hole in the 
bottom. 
Plain clay pottery is at­ 
tractive and versatile, as are 
many 
of 
the cedar 
and 
redwood tubs. Small con­ 
tainers dry out too quickly, 
and sometimes require daily 
or twice-daily watering. 
A 
minimum 
size 
for 


practical containers is IO to 
12 inches in diameter, with 
16 or 18 inches being more 
appropriate for large plants 
such 
as 
tom atoes 
or 
eggplants. 
The media also must drain 
well 
for 
most 
plants 
to 
thrive. Still it must hold an 
adequate amount of water. 
Some gardeners prefer 
soilless mixes such as half 
peat moss and half ver- 
micultie. Others 
like 
the 
added 
support 
of 
m icronutrients 
found 
in 
m ixes such as one-third 
garden loam soil, one-third 
peat 
moss 
and 
one-third 
sharp sand. 
Many different media can 
be used successfully. The 
most important factor is for 
the gardener to learn how to 
manage the media selected 
since water and fertilizer 
requirem ents 
vary 
con­ 
siderably among them. 
So, spice up your land­ 
scape with a variety of fall 
herbs and vegetables. They 
will be interesting as well as 
useful, adds Risinger.
